June 1st Parlor and WTind Matches 
Will be Contraband Articles of 
Commerce in Minnesota

of commerce on and after June I, 
when the new statute regulating the 
manufacture and sale of matches in 
Minnesota goes into effect. 
This law 
makes it illegal to sell matches un­ 
less the Ijulb of the head is composed 
of an inert composition non-ignlt- 
ible on an abrasive surface or In a 
temperature of less than 200 degrees. 
The match generally in use at pres­ 
ent has a head of two parts, the larg­ 
er part of an inert composition tipped 
with a small patch of an easily ignlt- | 
Ible material. 
Such matches are not 
barred by the new law, but any match 
composed entirely of material easily 
lighted or that will burst into flame 
under 200 degrees will be taboo. 
“ Wind" matches, while admitted­ 
ly very useful, will he prohibited be­ 
cause when 'burned out they leave a 
glowing core that will keep alive for 
some time. 
It is d'unaufli'd by the new law tint 
matches must not be stored within 
ten feet of a furnace or stove, that j 
only one case be kept open at a time 
in retail stores and that no loose 
boxes be left around. 
The name of 
the manufacturer must appear on all 
boxes of matches.
